Claims 1-13 are allowable over the cited prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding independent claim 1, among the cited prior art, the following is the 
closest prior art relevant to the claimed invention: 

a.) U.S. Patent Number 6.433.736 B1. hereinafter disclosed as "Timothy et al." - Method and 
Apparatus for and Improved Antenna Tracking System Mounted on an Unstable Platform 

The claimed invention relates to a vehicle mounted satellite antenna, which is 
easy to install, has a low profile, and which is operable while the vehicle is in motion. 

Timothy et al. discloses an antenna tracking system for an antenna mounted on 
an unstable platform. In order to maintain pitch/roll/yaw equilibrium, an Attitude 
Heading Reference System (AHRS) is mechanically connected to the directional 
antenna. Internally the said AHRS compensates for the pitch, roll, and heading by 
utilizing sampled data from the Antenna Pointing Computer APC to calculate the pitch, 
roll, and yaw biases applied to the said antenna. 
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Timothy fails to disclose the method of correcting the yaw of the said antenna by 
calibrating the said pitch and roll to zero based on the antenna correction rates. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
